Reasons for Relay. 


By P. P. Eckersley, Chief Engineer of the B.B.C. 


HERE sem to be need for a straight tall 

fon the subject of relay stations, Let 
us lay down once more the definite reasons 
for these stations, their funetious, their opera 
tion, and 30 on, 

Tsay that erystal roception over: fifteen 
miles from a main station oF any reception over 
thirty miles ie possible, but not perfect as 
regards sisal strength. Over this distance 
the user must have & miore expensive set, and 
hos then at the mervy of interference. Wishing,

many poorer prople are unfairly treated sf they 
live outside a radive of fifteen to thirty” miles 
from a main station.
